I would advise a public outreach to the properties being affected by the parking changes that are 
pending.

Oh Im sorry to hear about that! I hope you're feeling better. 

You raise interesting questions. I know that reverse-angle parking is relatively new, so it may be that the original angle parking 
configuration was dismissed because of the need for additional room for bike lanes. The honest truth is, I don't know why its like 
that now, but it doesn't mean we can't entertain other configurations for tomorrow. I've initiated a follow-up conversation with 
LADOT, so when I hear more information I'll let you know, but definitely will raise these questions with them when I can. 

I am also contending with layover bus areas and the existing bus stops. That also provides challenges for providing parking. 
Coastal may have issues with eliminating a bus stop even if the next one is just a block away. Windward circle has historically 
been a hub and many bus providers (and transit riders) depend on that space to get around easily.

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To be clear - we added this to the Citywide event fund so he is referencing half the city fees from that fund - not our office 
budget. I have been working with Tricia so we don't pay $6.5k but they still get a hefty level of support from us. I think we 
settled on paying half the city fees through the special event fund that doesn't affect our office budget and another $2.5k 
as a contribution. This means we reduce our out of office contribution by $4k from last year but still are giving a nearly 
comparable (though still less) level of financial support. As George has never been reimbursed through the Citywide 
event fund (because we never made good use of it) he is inquiring to that process.

Right, the City fees are less than I had hoped so the support he is getting from the Citywide event fund is a iot less than 
he received from our office last year. In an attempt to reduce our office commitment while not pulling out too much from 
the event (as we discussed in our meeting) we would need to give a donation. 

To be clear, George got the following commitment from us last year: 

4970 to AAA for staging, chairs, and tables 
1047 for BOSS fees (though typically it is ~$1,400) 

274 for DOT 

Totally about $6,300 out of our budget last year 

Half the DOT and BOSS fees will be in the neighborhood of $950. LAPD will likely charge them this year and that is an 
unknown amount but half of that would be covered by the fee, lets assume a thousand for the sake of conversation, 
bringing the total estimated contribution from the Citywide event fund to ~$2k which is $4,300 less than the City 
contribution iast year hence an additional donation to get us in the same universe of commitment which would still be a 
29% reduction in City support and a 60% reduction to the cost from our CD11 budget. Not having to go through AAA 
(what we required before) and getting more flexible sponsorship dollars represents a financial benefit to George so the 
gulf is further reduced. This means we save 60% relative to our commitment from last year and the sign lighting only 
takes a hopefully marginal hit; win-win. 

If we want to just give him like $2k or something... I would just recommend not getting too low too quick both for the sake 
of the well-attended event and also so he doesn't get a new emcee or whatever else.

I can see that the email thread from the constituent to your office dates back to December 4, 2018. However, our office 
did not receive an allocation form (#1907-1062) from your office until May 6, 2019. Additionally, your office did not initially 
flag it as a rush and only notified us on May 9, 2019 that it should be treated as a rush. Please find attached a copy of the 
allocation form and associated documentation that was submitted by CD11. The Councilmember’s signature is dated May 
3, 2019, further showing that CD11 did not process this allocation any sooner that two weeks ago. Additionally, the 
document you attached to your email today is not the document that was submitted to our office. 

Allocation 1907-1062 for $ 4. 073.78 was paid via check #300956861 issued on 5/14/19 and mailed to the Venice 
Chamber of Commerce. They should be receiving it any day now. 

Effective the 1st of January the GCP process was streamlined so that our office could process payments faster by having 
Council provide all of the required documentation up front (please see attached checklist) rather than our office trying to 
obtain it from the organizations. It works, however, we've lost critical staff and are experiencing a backlog of allocations 
that need to be processed. Your understanding and patience are appreciated. 

Please remember that the last day to submit allocations to our office for the current fiscal year is May 24, 2019. Anything 
received after that is going to be processed in July for fiscal year 2019-2020, plan accordingly. 

Going forward, please coordinate with David Duran so that only one of you is following up with our office. We constantly 
receive duplicate inquiries from both of you for the same items and it is disruptive and redundant.

However, our office 
did not receive an allocation form (#1907-1062) from your office until May 6, 2019. Additionally, your office did not initially 
flag it as a rush and only notified us on May 9, 2019 that it should be treated as a rush. Please find attached a copy of the 
allocation form and associated documentation that was submitted by CD11. The Councilmember’s signature is dated May 
3, 2019, further showing that CD 11 did not process this allocation any sooner that two weeks ago. Additionally, the 
document you attached to your email today is not the document that was submitted to our office. 

Allocat ion 1907-1062 for $ 4. 073.78 was paid via check #300956861 issued on 5/14/19 and mailed to the Venice 
Chamber of Commerce. They should be receiving it any day now. 

Effective the 1st of January the GCP process was streamlined so that our office could process payments faster by having 
Council provide all of the required documentation up front (please see attached checklist) rather than our office trying to 
obtain it from the organizations. It works, however, we've lost critical staff and are experiencing a backlog of allocations 
that need to be processed. Your understanding and patience are appreciated. 

Please remember that the last day to submit allocations to our office for the current fiscal year is May 24, 2019. Anything 
received after that is going to be processed in July for fiscal year 2019-2020, plan accordingly. 

Going forward, please coordinate with David Duran so that only one of you is following up with our office. We constantly 
receive duplicate inquiries from both of you for the same items and it is disruptive and redundant. 

i hope this information helps demystify the process and helps your office better prepare for allocation requests.

The Venice Chamber greatly appreciates our partnership with the City and with CD11, For the past 6 
years we have worked together to produce the Holiday Lighting of the Venice Sign, an event that 
brings the community together in celebration. 

Historically, our partnership for this event involved the City providing the stage as well as tables & 
chairs for the exhibits. The City arranged for the street closure. The Chamber has been responsible 
for the event production, neighborhood beautification, and promotion. 

Shortly before the 2017 event, we were notified that there would be a change in procedure, and that 
the Chamber would need to advance the money to cover what was previously covered by the City. 



As we understood it, the City would then provide the funding in the form of an event grant (received!), 
and the City would also reimburse the full amount of the BSS and DOT fees. 

So you can see why I am a bit confused with the "special event subsidy" calculated at 50%, as it was 
my understanding that this was to be a reimbursement, not a subsidy.

The Venice Chamber greatly appreciates our partnership with the City and with CD11, For the past 6 years we 
have worked together to produce the Holiday Lighting of the Venice Sign, an event that brings the community 
together in celebration. 

Historically, our partnership for this event involved the City providing the stage as well as tables & chairs for the 
exhibits. The City arranged for the street closure. The Chamber has been responsible for the event production, 
neighborhood beautification, and promotion. 


Shortly before the 2017 event, we were notified that there would be a change in procedure, and that the Chamber 
would need to advance the money to cover what was previously covered by the City. As we understood it, the City 
would then provide the funding in the form of an event grant (received!), and the City would also reimburse the full 
amount of the BSS and DOT fees. 

So you can see why I am a bit confused with the "special event subsidy" calculated at 50%, as it was my 
understanding that this was to be a reimbursement, not a subsidy. 

Taylor, as you know, we have provided full documentation for the amount due of $1796.44 (BSS $1522.28 - paid - 
actual is 1456.64 (refund on the way for the over payment) and the DOT $274.16 - revised total due is $1730.80.

Dear Councilman Bonin, 

It was nice seeing you at Rainbow Acres last week; hope you got through those budgets! It's 
actually quite synchronistic, as I’ve have been wanting to reach out to you about the proposed 
short-term rental regulations. 

I'm grateful for your service, and I've always appreciated your encouragement and support of 
our organization. It was three years ago this past weekend that Brendon Glenn was killed in an 
officer-involved shooting near the Venice Boardwalk and it will be three years ago this week 
that the “kombucha raid” occurred at Full Circle. Thank you for reaching out to consult during 
those confusing times. 

As a constituent and someone who has enjoyed your support in the past, I want to let you know 
how these new short-term rental regulations would impact myself, my family, and the futures of 
many who I work with. I have not been very public about this, but I am an Airbnb host at the 
property I own, and it's actually because of Airbnb that we were able to operate Full Circle for 3 
years. During our tenancy at the Rose Temple, we had two Airbnb units that helped us cover our 
monthly rent when the new owners, BLT Enterprises, doubled it to nearly $15,000. Even with 
that, the developers were more concerned about selling the Rose Temple for a 2-million-dollar 
profit after just 2 years, than allowing us to continue serving our community and ultimately we 
had to shut down. 

In 2004,1 purchased a two-level, 3-unit building near the beach just south of the Venice Pier. I 
live at the property and have rented out my other units. I enjoyed being a landlord, and had long¬ 
term tenants there for many years. In the late 00's several issues piled up including the 2 strikes 
in the entertainment industry, and unbeknownst to me, I was in a predatory loan. Then of course, 
the crash in 2008 happened. I suddenly found myself owing nearly double my original payment 
without a stable income. I was able to get by for a few years sharing my own home space with 
roommates, but eventually I fell behind on my mortgage payments and filed a lawsuit against 
my bank. As my long-term tenants moved out on their own accord, and with uncertainty around 
how long I would have my building, I shifted to short-term rentals. I've shared my own space 
with travelers from all over the world and have become friends with so many amazing people. 
That income allowed me to stay afloat financially as I filed litigation against my original lender 
and sought ways to keep my property. Last March, after 7 years of monthly threats of 
foreclosure, I was finally granted a loan modification based largely on my short-term rentals. 

My mortgage payment is still much higher than it was originally, but I've been able to make 
ends meet. Most importantly, I've been able to provide our family a home and stable life. 

I've read a lot of your quotes about "bad" short-term operators and "good" short-term operators. 

I agree that there are some bad actors involved with short-term rentals, and I am thankful that 
you and others are addressing the issues of abuse in home sharing. T find the Ellison operation to 
be an overreach of greed! Home-sharing should be a mechanism for the working and middle 
class to get head. Frankly, the commercial operators have given "the little guys" like me a bad 




name. The party houses and homes that aren't hosted, monitored, or supervised have created 
headaches for neighbors. That sort of negligence has no place in our city. 

However, under the proposed ordinance people like me with a small business would be shut out 
of the sharing economy. My building falls under the rent-stabilization ordinance, and if 1 
understand correctly, I would be disallowed from any short-term rentals. Simply put, it would be 
devastating to our business and livelihood. I understand your desire to see more rental units on 
the market, but my property even as a long-term rental would never be an "affordable" unit due 
to its proximity to the beach. With the goal of more affordable housing on the market largely 
driving this ordinance, my unit would likely make no difference. Without being able to continue 
short-term rentals though, I would be in jeopardy of again falling behind on bills and could lose 
my building and home. 

Another aspect I wanted to bring to your attention is the difference between commercial 
operators who have taken over places like the Ellison and people like myself who are property 
managers and essentially operate as a small community building business. In addition to the 
rentals I have at my own building, myself and my business partner, Jason Dilts, currently 
manage a handful of units for a few other property owners who had similar financial situations 
and were in need of extra income. Some are vacation homes near the beach, but most are 
primary residents or owner-occupied part of the year and short-term rented when the owner is 
traveling on long-term business. We have hosted thousands of travelers and have never had 
a significant problem because we are extremely involved with every step of the process. We also 
work with neighbors to ensure that everyone feels safe and has a comfortable experience. 

The property management has allowed Jason and I to earn a living wage doing honest work. 
We've also been able to pay our cleaners very well, and they've used that money to help send 
their son to college. Our maintenance man is a disabled Iraq War veteran (PTSD) who gets by 
on the income he earns from doing work at our units and those owned or managed by others. If 
this ordinance passes as drafted, we will all be significantly harmed. The economic crash dealt 
my generation a serious blow, and it's only through the gig-economy that many of us have found 
a path and started to make a fair living. 

As an aside, I have another matter compounding that’s adding to the economic anxiety. As a 
matter of principle after the kombucha raid, we took a step to file 2 defamation lawsuits against 
AEG and NEWSMAX for the inaccurate and defamatory headlines: "Andrew Keegan arrested 
for selling illegal substance at this temple." We battled them on how they conducted their 
business as a pay-per-click model, and we were successful in shutting down Examiner.com 
while exposing a lucrative, but neglectful form journalism for all online sites. Unfortunately, the 
court system is a challenging place to go up against entities like AEG, and we knew it was a 
very difficult defamation case because I'm a public figure. After 2 years and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in lawyer fees, the efforts resulted in 2 judgments against me in excess of 
$100k that I will have to pay in the coming years. I’m sure you can understand my concern 
around not having a steady income with that hanging over me. 

I am hoping that my story sheds an additional perspective on short term rentals. Referencing the 
subject of this e-mail and the sentiment of some of your own words on the matter. I am curious 
to know if you think I am a “Bad Actor?” If I’m not, then do we really deserve to be shut down 
yet again? 

Moving toward solutions, 1 understand the need for regulations I fully support efforts to reign in 
commercial operators who are displacing tenants. That's not what myself and many other home 
owners and property managers are doing, though. I know that your intention is not to cause 
economic hardship to your constituents. That's why I ant hcoefui that you will work with us to 



ensure this ordinance doesn't harm the very people you are trying to help. Specifically, we'd like 
to speak with you about the following: 

• Grandfathering in existing hosts like myself who are home-sharing in properties we 
own but that may fall under the RSO 

• No cap on hosted homes or a fair process that doesn't involved excessive fees for 
exceeding the cap. $1,200 plus a 10% charge on each reservation is excessive. 

• Consideration for vacation homes and homes where the owner lives for only part of 
the year 

• Consideration for property managers who aren’t necessarily owners themselves but 
make a living working for multiple home owners (Airbnb accounts with multiple 
listings are usually property managers who list for multiple owners—I know that some 
of the enforcement systems other cities use make their operating even within the rules 
very difficult.) 

Myself and Jason and others would like to meet with you soon to discuss some of these 
intricacies and see how we can be helpful in the crafting of an ordinance that's a win for 
everyone. Jason actually worked at Liberty Hill for several years before coming to work full 
time at Full Circle and now he helps me run the Airbnb rentals. We very much see home-sharing 
as a social justice issue, a by-product of the economic crash that's allowed many in the middle 
class to survive in uncertain times. I understand that it's a complex issue, and I know that you 
are well-intentioned. I am hopeful that we can find solutions that will address the most serious 
concerns hosts like myself currently have. Please let me know when we can meet? 1 am very 
grateful for your time and consideration and hope that we can be proactive rather than 
reactionary to how these issues are handled.
